Q. Mr. Secretary, what ahovt talks with the. 
Turkish C/orcrnment on the ?u:w jnisxiles and 
tl<r replacement with the Polaris suhmarines? 

A. We. have had a very good and cooperative 
reaction, because this is a part of a moderniza- 
tion program that has been going on for some 
time in u variety of waj-s. 

This aiTecis not only the Jupiters and Po- 
laris, for example, hut — and ill Turkey — but it. 
a fleets missiles in o; her countries, both tactical 
and airborne. It affects aircraft, ft alTcets 
conventional weapons. This is soinet hiii'_ r t hat- 
has been on the way for a long time and has 
been dis<-u.»scd with the Turkish Covermnent 
about 2 years ago. So tins I think crimes as 
no surprise, to anyone, and the Turkish 
Government has been very cooperative.

The Western Alliance 

Q. Is Mr. dc GauJie enccuragina us to irith- 
draw some of our troop*, and arc we likely to 
reduce them, noon? 

A. Xo. he is not encouraging us to do so, and 
as a matter of fact I think it's quite clear that 
President de Oaulle recognizes that the Atlan- 
tic alliance, that is. the connection between the 
United States and Western Europe, is vital: y 
important for the defense of the West, and lie 
was not in any way indicating that that alliance 
should be broken up. Because the alliance was 
formed for the purpose of confronting the 
threat from the East. That threat continues, 


and the defense of Western Europe and the - 

United States arc therefore linked in such a 
w:iy as not to permit them to be separated or 
broken. 

Q. What lias this country, .?//•, accomplished 
in the way of budding up foreign relations to 
arert >ime name of the good will that we 
hare recently apparently lost to some other 
countries — /''rancr, Canada, for example? 

A. Well, I think the alliance, the Western 
policy, wdi coniinue to move forward. 

What happened in Europe was a decision on 
!h<« part of France not to go forward in the first 
part of this year with the British membership 
in the Common Market. 

Xow, one can read a lot of things into that, 
but my own guess is that that is not going to 
< hanijv the mainstream of "Western policy, 
either in t he eyes of Europeans or in the eyes of 
Xorlii Americans, and that this mainstream of 
policy may continue. \\ may take certain dif- 
ferent, forms on particular questions, in, par- 
ticularly, the. economic field, but on defense 
matters, on trade across the Atlantic, relations 
between the West and the underdeveloped 
world, I think there is no shock that vill be 
significant. 

Q. Sine,- o)ir American filers in. Viet-iVam 
haee hem given permission now to shoot before 
they are. shot at. a'oes thi* indicate any change 
in our po-.it'ion with regard to that Utile war? 

A. I think the situation there remains that 
we are trying to give maximum support to the 
forces of South Yiet-Xam to put them in a 
position ro win their war. That has involved 
logistics support, a higher degree of mobility, 
and that means r'le protection of cur own forces 
in the event of an attack. 

There has been some shooting: there will be 
shooting. Bur. the basic struggle there is be- 
tween the South Vietnamese and the Viet 
Cong, with a lot of help from the United 
States.. 

And we are encouraged to believe that some 
corners are being turned there and some signs 
of steady improvement.
